High court refuses argument 


on de-facto segregation

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Supreme 
Court refused today to hear arguments 
that de facto school segregation should 
be permitted in the South if it results 
solely from housing patterns. 
The court, 
as customary, gave no 
reason for its brief order refusing to 
review legal 
issues involved in the 
neighborhood school attendance zones set 
up at Indiarfola, Miss. 
The order left standing a decision of 
the 5th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
rejecting the zoning because i* left the 
schools about as segregated as they 
were before. 
A three - judge circuit court panel 
held that even though the zones were 
drawn without regard to race, the city 
must redraw them or switch to some oth­ 
er plan that would get results. 
In other action today, the court: 
—Agreed to decide whether anti-Com- 
munist Uws passed by Congress may 
be used to bar Communist Party candi­ 
dates from election ball its. 
-Refused to review the court marti­ 
al conviction of a former Air Force 
captain who admitted meeting with Com­ 
munist 
agents in East Berlin during a 
1960 vacation. 
—Let stand a state court ruling in a 
Cleveland case upholding nondiscrim­ 
ination provisions in a construction con­ 
tract — a case likely to bear on the 
Nixon administration’s Pm’idelphiaPlan 
of goals for hiring of more Negroes for 
construction work. 
In the Indianoli case, the federal cir­ 
cuit judges cited recent Supreme Court 
decisions that in the South, where schools 
were formerly segregated by law, offi­ 
cials must take positive action to wipe 
out lingering effects of tne past. 
This meant Indianola must either re­ 
draw its zones so as to cut across the 


racial housing patterns, swap grades 
among paired schools or adopt other 
methods that will integrate schools in 
all zones, the judges said.

Abernathy asked ‘ ‘black people, poor 
people and people of goodwill” to ob­ 
serve a "national people’s holiday” in 
honor of King. 
"No black man or woman has ever 
been honored with a national day of ob­ 
servance,” Young said. 
The Black Panthers and the New Mo­ 
bilization Committee to End the War in 
Vietnam and several cities and states 
responded. The SCLC, the New Mobe 
and the Panthers said they would hold 
demonstrations in 28 cities. 
A Panther spokesman, Ray Masai He­ 
witt of Los Angeles, said the Panthers 
"share of history of murders and mar­ 
tyrs with all the organizations in the civ­ 
il rights movement.”

Viet Tet offensive 
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Biafran civil war ends; 
chief of staff surrenders

The Nigerian HighCommission in Lon­ 
don announced the Biafran chief of staff 
surrendered today, ending 31 months of 
civil war that was born of tribal ani­ 
mosities and religious hatreds. Thecon- 
flice took two million lives. 
With the end of the war the nations 
of the free world mobilized their re­ 
sources to prevent mass starvation in 
secessionist Biafra where relief auth­ 
orities said one million persons might 
starve during the next 48 hours. 
World leaders also appealed against 
mass slaughter of the Biafrans. 
The 
end appeared near this weekend 
when Gen. Odumegwu Ojukwu, leader of 
the Biafran forces, fled to a neutral 
country and prepared to sue for peace 
within the next 48 hours. The actual 
surrender came first. 
Biafra seceded from the Federal Re­ 
public of Nigeria on May 30, 1967, aft­ 
er Moslem Hausa tribesmen massacred 
20,000 Christian Ibo tribesmen in tri­ 
bal clashes that followed a series of po­ 
litical coups. 
The war that followed was one of the 
cruellest known and more than one mil­ 
lion Ibo tribesmen starved to death when 
Nigerial sealed of: the rebel state from 
the outside world. The fear among the 
nations of the world was that a 
puni­ 
tive blood bath would follow. 
The latest reports from Biafra said 
some fighting continued this moruiig 
with the rebel forces holding Uli air­ 
port, 
their only supply link with the 
world. 
But the radio broadcast said General 
Effiong told his troops, "The struggle 
must be put to an end” and they must 
"stop the bloodshed that is going on.” 
Effiong said he had been in contact 
with both 
military and civilian lead­ 
ers of the Biafran community, but did 
not say he had coosaLed with Ojukwu, 
who led his Ibo tribesmen into independ­ 
ence and through the civil war that fol­ 
lowed. 
Effiong said a Biafran negotiating 
team was prepared to meet Federal Ni­ 
gerian negotiators to work out term s 
for peace. He said any question of a gov­ 
ernment in exile was "repudiated by our 
people.” 
Pope Paul VI led the world in appeal­ 
ing to all governments to prevent a 
"frightening tragedy” of bloodshed and 
innocent lives lost in the windup of the 
war. He said the epilogue to the war could 
be even more cruel than the war itself. 
The Biafran Information Office said 
Ojukwu would make his appeal for a 
cease - fire and a peace settlement in 
telegrams to world leaders and such in­ 
ternational organizations as the Red 
C ross. The office said he also probably 
would appeal to the Pope. 
The statement was issued by H. Wil­ 
liam Bernhardt, an American who runs 
the Geneva office. Bernhardt 
would not 
say to which neutral country Ojukwu had 
fled but there were indications he might 
be in Freetown, the capital of Sierra 
Leone. 
Reports from Biafra said thousands of 
starving tribesmen had fled into the jun­ 
gles before the federal guns, ignoring 
pleas by the newly appointed Nigerian 
governor for them to stay in their homes. 
The massive federal offensive began 
Saturday and cut a swath through the 
central region of Biafran territory, sep­ 
arating the provisional capital of Ower- 
ri from Aba, the other main town in reb­ 
el hands. On Sunday, Nigeria announced 
the capture of Owen* 
Soviet made Nigerian MIG jets bomb 
ed the airport at Ula and there were con­ 
flicting reports whether the Nigerians ac­ 
tually held it. Two French relief planes 
were unable to land Sunday night, but the 
Danes said two made it in today.

In a television interview Sunday (Face 
the Nation —CBS), Laird was reminded 
of the "enormous offensive” by the Com­ 
munists in 1968 and was asked if he ex- 
pected a repetition as the United States 
pushes its troop withdrawal program. 


"I do not believe they can “lunch a 
major offensive cm a sustained basis 
during the Tet period,” he said, "be­ 
cause of the North Vietnamese infiltra­ 
tion being down this year. They would 
not be able to launch a sustained major

The explosion ripped the tank farm 
shortly after 8:30 p.m.

East Clark Road. 
Four county pump­ 
ers manned by 20 firemen responded 
to fight

that resulted from 
the explosion, according to county fire( 
officials. 


No one was injured, the report in­ 
dicates. 
Force of the initial explosion 
hurled a 2,000 gallon oil tank more 
than 150 feet from its originai loca­ 
tion. 


The fire and the explosion damaged 
three of the 2,000 gallon tanks, one 
pump unit, an oil lease office, oil and

lines and quantities of 
crude oil, all owned by Gilliland Oil 
Co., of Orcutt.

tanks were isolated from other

Civil de fense re-organized 


Editor’s Note:

organize the Lompoc Civil Defense Plan.)

As few as two people can organize 
a 
civil defense program 
and put it 
into effect in a city, but in the event 
of an emergency almost 
everyone in 
the city is needed to make it effective. 
This is the goal being sought by City 
Administrator Gene Wahlers and Fire 
Chief John Baker-—-a civil defense pro­ 
gram that will put all able organiza­ 
tions and individuals to proper use as 
they are needed in the event of a dis­ 
aster in Lompoc. 
The city council recently appointed 
Wahlers as the Lompoc Civil Defense 
Director and Baker as the assistant. 
Wahlers has reported to the coun­ 
cil that the city had a good civil de­ 
fense program but it needed updating 
from the plan that was originally put 
into use 10 years ago. 
Wahlers’ 
written report included a 
complete outline on 
the organization 
of a sufficient civil defense program 


and the duties specific individuals and 
groups would be required to perform 
during an emergency situation. 


"Chief Baker is presently contact­ 
ing all the different groups and city 
departments that would be needed in an 
emergency,” 
Wahlers said, recently, 
"to bring them up to date on their 
duties and what would be expected of 
them." 


"Once he has completed that, we hope 
to begin exercises 
that will help to 
make everyone familiar with his spe­ 
cific responsibility.” 
Under the civil defense program pres­ 
ently in effect in the city, all public 
employees and volunteers of accredit­ 
ed civil defense organizations are both 
civil defense workers and disaster ser­ 
vice workers. 
Disaster service workers also include 
unregistered persons pressed into ser­ 
vice during a state of disaster. 
This 
could be any and every able bodied 
person in Lompoc. 
In 
the event of a disaster, 
or a 
state of emergency proclaimed in the 
area by the governor, the civil defense 


director becomes the commander in 
chief of the city. 


He would have the authority to issue 
orders, based on rules and regulations 
previously confirmed by the city coun­ 
cil, 
needed to protect life and prop­ 
erty. 
He could obtain, even commandeer 
if necessary, vital supplies, equipment, 
and such other properties needed for 
the protection of life and property, and 
also requisition necessary personnel and 
material from any city department or 
agency. 


Wahlers said the city plan is in ac­ 
cordance with a model plan prepared 
by the California Disaster Office. Once 
it has been completely organized, city 
department heads will review it, and 
if necessary, revise it. 
When agreements are reached con­ 
cerning basic organizational structure 
and task assignments in matters of 
warning, communications, food supply, 
evacuation planning, and so forth, the 
plan will be submitted to the Civil 
Defense and Disaster Council for recom-

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Heavy 
losses told 
in Vietnam

Saigon (UPI)-Allied trqpps 
killed 130 North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong in the past two

Nang on the northern coast of 
South Vietnam, m ilitary spokes­ 
men said today. 
American casualties were six 
killed and 20 wounded. 
As the battle communiques 
were released, the U.S. com­ 
mand said it would pull 50,000 
m ore American troops from the 
war zone within a month. The 
Marine commander said the 
Communists were capable of 
m ore heavy attacks. 
M ilitary spokesmen said one 
of the largest battles in the 
past two days involved U.S. 
troops of the Americal Division 
who

company Sunday near Tam Ky, 
36 m iles southeast of Dan Nang 
on South Vietnam’s northern 
coast. 
The U.S. force, backed by 
helicopter gunships firing rock­ 
ets and machine guns, attacked 
a Communist bunker position. 
Two Americans were killed and 
seven wounded in the three 
hours of fighting. Losses to the

immediately determined. 
In other fighting Sunday, U.S. 
M a r i n e s and infantrymen 
fought North Vietnamese troops 
near the Laotin border where

In announcing the new troop 
pullout, the U.S. Command said

New troop withdrawals 
predicted by Humphrey

combat troops can be brought 
home from South Vietnam by 
the end of the year-and he is 
convinced President N i x o n 
plans to do just that-possibly

elections. 
The form er vice president 
also ’expects Nixon to announce 
the withdrawal of 50,000 to 
85,000 U.S. troops, most of them 
nonfighting men, by the end of 
M arch. 
Humphrey, 
the Democratic 
presidential candidate in 1968, 
made the predictions in a wide- 
ranging interview on Vietnam 
at M acAlester College. 
Humphrey, now a part-tim e 
political science professor at 
M acAlester 
and still titular 
head of his party, also said: 
“ As I see it now, I would 
think 
most 
of our 
combat 
troops would be out of there in 
1970 and maybe before the end 
of 
1970. 
And I would also 
predict 
that

substantial

Humphrey said. 
“ I don’t want to say it m eets 
with the elections but it may 
very well conveniently do so 
and

warned both Democratic and 
Republican critics of Nixon’s 
strategy they would be putting 
them selves out on a political 
limb that may be sawed off 
sooner than they think. 
“ I’ve been very frank with 
some of my critics and his.

Peking protest note to Moscow new 
evidence of worsening reiations 
Ciosing Stocks

today with the disclosure of a 
new 
Peking protest note^ to 
Moscow, the sharpest since the 
two resumed border talks four 
months ago. 
The Communist New China 
News Agency, in a dispatch 
monitored in Hong Kong, said 
the 
Chinese 
had 
protested 
Moscow’s description of Taiwan 
as a‘‘country.'” 
The agency said the refer­ 
ence was made by Soviet news 
media in its reporting of the 
Asian 
visit 
by 
U.S. 
Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew, 
“ The 
Soviet official news 
agency Tass was flagrant in its 
broadcast by calling China’s 
Taiwan province a country,’’ 
the protest said. “ It is a plot 
for creating two Chinas and 
political provocation against 
700 million Chinese peoples.’’ 
“ Taiwan is an inseparable 
part of the sacred territory of 
the Peoples Republic of China 
and there is only one China in 
the world, namely the Peoples 
Republic of China.” 
The agency said the protest 
was lodged Friday with the 
Soviet 
Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs. 
Name-calling between the two 
Communist giants had toned 
down considerably since a four- 
hour meeting between Soviet 
Premier Alexi N. Kosygin and 
Chinese Premier Chou En-laiat 
Peking Airport Sept. 11. 
Border talks between the two 
nations resumed Oct. 20 in 
Peking after breaking off five 
years earlier. The talks re- 
cess«id in mid-December with 
both sides indicating no pro­ 
gress had been made. 
Since then the Chinese have 
stepped 
up their anti-Soviet 
propaganda. On Jan. 1, Peking, 
in a major policy editorial 
published in official journals, 
directly denounced the Soviet 
regime. 
The Chinese also deliberately 
snubbed the chief Soviet dele­ 
gate 
when he returned 
to Pe­ 
king earlier this month to re­ 
sume the border discussions. 
“ The Soviet revisiofiist rene­ 
gade 
clique 
has 
set its. 
propaganda machine in motion 
to 
chime 
with 
the 
U.S. 
imperialist plot of creating ’two 
Chinas’,” 
the Chinese an­ 
nouncement ' said. 
A Hong Kong newspaper said 
Sunday Communist China is 
prepared to establish diploma­ 
tic 
relations with the 
United 
States if the Nixon administra­ 
tion 
agrees Taiwan is 
an 
internal problem to be settled 
by the Communist and Nationa­ 
list Chinese themselves. The 
United States is unlikely to 
agree to such a proposal. 
The English-language tabloid 
Sunday Star, quoting Its “ own 
China sources,” said Peking’s 
charge 
d'affaires in Warsaw 
had been instructed to inform 
the 
United 
States 
of 
its 
proposal when he meets U.S. 
Ambassador Walter J. Stoessel 
Jr., Jan. 20. 
The meeting will be the first 
formal ambassadorial 
meet­ 
ings between Washington and 
Peking in two years.

“ There is mounting evidence 
that hundreds of thousands of

families whose Incomes are so 
low that maintaining an ade­ 
quate diet is a daily struggle, 
at best precarious and all to 
often impossible,” the Assem­ 
bly Health and Welfare Com­ 
mittee said. 
In a 26-page report stamped 
“ urgent” in bold red letters, 
the committee indicated that 
between 500,000 and 750,000 
children in prosperous Califor­ 
nia are in substantial danp;»r of 
suffering from malnutrition.

It said the amount of income 
supplied to feed these children 
is “ arbltarily limited” by state 
law and changes in present 
welfare policies “ are absolute­ 
ly and 
immediately 
impera­ 
tive." 
The report recommended all 
AFDC families should receive a 
total income capable of provid­ 
ing sound nutrition and safe 
healthful living conditions for 
children. 
“ The committee’s overriding 
concern in this recommendation 
is that no family should suffer 
from malnutrition because of 
lack of funds to purchase fotxi,’ 
it said. 
The committee estimated the 
cost for 1969-70 at $60 million to 
meet the total cost of minimum 
subsistence. That is about $3 
per year for eachCalifornia, or 
“ less than the price of a carton 
of cigarettes.” 
A second 
recommendation 
was that all counties have a 
food stamp program so welfare 
recipients and other low-income 
persons could increase their 
volume of food buying. 
The food stamp 
program 
should be made available to 
“ thousands of low-income fami 
lies — the so-called working 
poor-whose earnings are com­ 
parable with welfare incomes.” 


Immediate passage of state 
legislation providing all poor 
school children with free or 
reduced 
price 
lunches was 
recommended and federal ac­ 
tion urged to appropriate funds 
for the program in the future. 
The report said 500,000 of the 
4.5 million California elementa­ 
ry 
and 
secondary 
school 
children need the free or low 
cost meals but only about 60,000 
of them receive the food. 
“ A universal 
free 
school 
lunch program would assure 
that 
all 
nutritionally needy 
youngsters, whether economi­

meal a day,” the report said.

Palmer finished in a tie for

Scores soared in Sunday’s 
final round because of a steady 
rain. 
Machine-like Casper manu­ 
factured three 68s in the first 
three rounds but admitted the 
rain slopped up his game a bit 
and he took a one over par 72 
Sunday for a 72-hole of 276, 
eight under. 
Casper waited calmly in the 
press room for Irwin to finish. 
Irwin had a two-stroke lead 
after 14 holes but took a bogey 
on 15. Then on 18 the 24-year-

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Vital safety factor 


Despite our long love affair with the contraption, 
Ameri­ 
cans are still something less than completely at home or in 
perfect control of the automobile. 
Proliferation and pollution are, of course, the most obvious 
and pressing problems that currently make autos something 
more, or less, than merely beautifully styled conveniences. 
But even in such an apparently routine area as keeping track 
of vehicles and drivers, procedures developed during almost 
three-quarters of a century of experience still leave something 
to be desired. 
Driver testing has long been standard operating procedure 
throughout the country. All states now require some type of 
examination for applicants for first licenses — written or oral 
tests, always eye checks and sometimes additional physical 
examination. 
Variations 
occur 
from state to state in requirements and 
thoroughness of application, but the general pattern is one of 
conscientious supervision of first licensees. 
It is another story, however, 
when it comes to renewing 
licenses. 
The pattern revealed by a National Safety Council 
survey is one of widely differing practices and all too often 


almost complete indifference to how well health and judgment 
continue to measure up to the requirements of safe and respon­ 
sible driving. 
For example, only two states (Illinois and Virginia) auto­ 
matically repeat 
road testing for renewals. In another eight 
it is optional, with an examiner deciding. In 15 states, a written 
test is repeated. 
The states are somewhat more attentive to the state of driv­ 
er health with 32 requiring new vision tests (but only three 
— California. Florida and Washngton — bother to check hear­ 
ing for even a first license). 
And 11 states and the District 
of Columbia 
recognize 
age as an important safety factor by 
requiring full retesting before renewals starting at ages rang­ 
ing from 57 to 75. 


Many 
untrustworthy 
over-30s 
can 
recall a more inno­ 
cent and optimistic time when proof of age — and usually a very 
young one at that — was all that was required for a driver’s 
license. We’ve come a long way since then, but still have 
far to go. Adequate testing is the beginning, not the end of ef­ 
forts to reserve the roads for qualified drivers.

perty,” says the attorney, Norval Mor­ 
ris. 
“ When criminal law invades the 
spheres of private morality and social 
welfare it exceeds its proper 
limits 
and neglects its primary tasks.” 
When law is used “ to coerce men to­ 
ward virtue,” he adds, it always fails. 
Even 
worse, it breeds 
criminal cul­ 
tures. 
Crime 
syndicates grow rich, 
bribery 
flourishes and corruption of 
police and politicians is invited. 
Morris, together with criminologist 
and penologist Hans Mattick, 
is co­ 


director of the University of Chicago 
Law School’s Center 
for Studies in 
Crim inal justice. If they had their way:* 
1. Public drunkenness would no long­ 
er be a crime. 
Instead of clogging the 
courts and jails with drunks, at a cost 
of $100 million a year, they recommend 
city wide 
networks of overnight hous­ 
es, in combination with voluntary de- 
alcholization programs. 
2. Purchase, possession and use of any 
kind of drug 
would not be a crime — 
but the sale of certain harmful and ad­ 
dictive 
drugs would continue to be a 
crim inal offense. The peddler would be 
prosecuted, not the user. 
3. No form of gambling would be pro­ 
hibited—but certain fradulent and cheat­ 
ing 
gambling practices would remain 
crim inal. 
4. The catch-all offenses of vagrancy 
and disorderly conduct would no longer 
be criminal charges. Instead, laws would 
specify exactly what type of conduct is 
prohibited and define the circumstances 
in which police should intervene. 


According to M orris and Mattick, if 
these proposals and a few others became 
law, arrests in the United States would 
be cut in half, 
from 6 million to 3 
million a year, and police and courts 
could concentrate 
on "re a l” crime — 
murder, assault, robbery, theft, fraud. 
Something to think about.

A 
distinguished 
family background dating from Ameri­ 
ca’s origins, 
a large private income, 
this priviledged member of the leisure 
class who divides his leisure between 
an island in Maine and an estate in the 
Caribbean could hardly be more unlike 
the great middle mass of Americans. 
Yet he reflects 
the currect prejudices 
of that class. 
The Kennedys are anathema. 
The 
plight of Sen. Edward M. Kennedy gives 
him a chuckling 
satisfaction. He des­ 
cribes how in transit 
between 
Maine 
and the Caribbean he made a special 
trip to the bridge at Chappaquiddick. Al­ 
though it was pouring rain he took out 
his clasp knife and cut off a piece of 
plank. 
I had it framed in a shadow box, he 
says, and hung it in my trophy room — 
in the trophy room with the great mount­ 
ed sailfish, 
the animal 
heads from 
an African 
safari, a purloined street 
sign from downtown New York bearing 
one of the family names. With a touch 
of grim humor he adds that there was 
another ghoul out there in the rain doing 
just what I was doing. 


This 
hostility had 
begun 
even 
before 
the 
assassination of 
President 
John 
F. 
Kennedy. It was per­ 
vasive through much 
of the south. This ob- 
server in a talk with 
, 
the 
last 
President

shortly 
before 
his 
murder 
reported on 
the 
phenomenon 
on 
the 
basis 
of a tour 
in the south 
and the 
southwest, 
suggest­ 
ing that it had 
the overtones 
or tne 
“ Hate Roosevelt” hysteria of the ‘thir­ 
ties. 
The President 
refused 
to be­ 
lieve that any parallel existed. 
The outcome of the legal struggle at 
Edgartown seems to be foreordained. In 
essence 
a political struggle, Senator 
Kennedy w ill be 
cleared 
and with the 
Kennedy 
apparatus in Massachusetts, 
the sentimental ties, he will in all pro­ 
bability 
be re-elected 
in November. 
One reason, it should be added, is that 
the Republicans 
have not thus far 
come up with a candidate willing to take 
on a Kennedy in the home preserve. 
Yet, when this is said, it seems clear 
the Kennedy mystique, the legend, the 
aura of popular appeal, whatever one 
may call it, is shattered. The tragedy 
of the bridge at Chappaquiddick and all 
searing family 
drama. 
As Kennedy 
said of his shocked 
state of mind im­ 
mediately following the accident, 
he 
could not help wondering whether some 
awful 
curse did actually hang over all 
the Kennedys. 
The political 
pendulum 
had begun 
to swing to the right in the early ‘six­ 
ties. The Republicans folly in nominat­ 
ing such a maverick candidate as Sen. 
B arry Goldwater obscured that trend. 
While speculation over what might have 
happened 
in 1968 is idle, 
there is 
little reason to believe that if Sen. Rob­ 
ert 
F. Kennedy, 
who met his tragic 
fate in Los Angeles just after the Cali­ 
fornia primary, 
had been the Demo­ 
cratic 
nominee 
he would have fared 
any better than Hubert Humphrey. In 
light of conflicts within the party — the 
division between the left - of - center 
north and the conservative south, those 
with 
close knowledge were convinced 
Kennedy could not have won the nomina­ 
tion. 
“ The Kennedy Legacy” is the title 
of a book by Theodore 
C. Soresen. 
A speech writer for the President, Sor­ 
ensen is one of the inheritors who still 
believes in the power of the Kennedy 
tide. 
Today a practicing 
lawyer in 


New York, he hopes to run for the Sen­ 
ate seat up this year. 
It may have been because the critics 
were severe 
in their appraisal of the 
book, but ‘‘The Kennedy Legacy” never 
caught on. Contesting for a seat 
as a 
delegate to the 1968 convention. Soren­ 
sen lost out to an organization Demo­ 
crat. The inevitable 
question is what 
political future this brilliant 40-year-old 
lawyer from Nebraska has in his adopt­ 
ed state of New York. The Kennedy lega­ 
cy 
is hardly 
a sufficient evocation to 
overcome the disarray 
of the Demo­ 
crats in the state, nor 
even for that 
matter to induce 
political rivals 
to 
stand 
aside for a conspicuous inheri­ 
tor. 
One could wish 
it otherwise, since 
the brave 
days of Camelot seemed to 
promise so much. But it was a personal 


promise built on the extraordinary qual­ 
ities of bold and brave young men chal­ 
lenging old traditions and concepts in the 
pursuit of personal power. TTie intel­ 
lectual and political legacy is thin and 
hard to sort out from the personal inher­ 
itance. This judgment must sound harsh 
in light of the urgent need for 
a co­ 
herent 
forward philosophy 
in a tur­ 
bulent time. 
The Kennedys were privileged. They 
have lived generously on large incomes 
for the most part tax-exempt. The aura 
of privilege 
is one reason for resent­ 
ment 
the middle mass share with the 
rich who revive the ancient ‘‘traitor to 
his class” 
shibboleth. 
The chill wind 
from Chappaquiddick 
is a symptom 
of the changing temper of the times.

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
If President Nixon seems hard-nosed 
about the arms talks with Russia and not 
overly interested in reaching agreement, 
it’s part of a strategy devised by his 
advisers. 
These men have spent a great deal of 
time 
going through 
the minutes of past 
meetings 
with the 
Russians. A series of

niques and on why 
the Reds do what they 
do 
in conferences. 
Most of the old tim- 
% 
ers with major ex­ 
perience in talking 
with the Kremlin’s men have had their 
brains picked in considerable details. 
Out of this has come what might be 
called “ the strategy of reticence.” 
Paraphrased, it runs as follows: 
-By all means, don’t let the nego­ 
tiations be hailed as opening a new era 
in U.S.-Soviet relations. 
Quick eagerness to believe in the sin» 
cerity of Soviet intentions tends to streng­ 
then Soviet hardliners. It could tempt 
the Kremlin to use the negotiations to dis­ 
sipate Western suspicions rather than 
seriously seek arms control. 
-Don’t be in a hurry for a solution. 
Don’t seem eager, in fact, for any solu­ 
tion at all. Act as though time were 
not of importance. 
Once the Soviet government learns the 
United States (or any other country) has 
a time limit, or is overly anxious for an 
agreement, historically Kremlin negoti­ 
ators have sat down and waited patient­ 
ly for time to run out in the convic­ 
tion they would then get their way. 
As Philip Mosely, former director 
of the Russian Institute at Columbia 
University put it: “ In numerous instanc­ 
es, Soviet negotiators, even when under 
some pressure to reach agreement, have 
shown that they are In mortal terror of 
violating any part . . . of their instruc­ 
tions, and are extremely reluctant to 
report to Moscow that they cannot get 
every point and every wording in their 
own drafts. Making recommendations for 
even slight changes in their instruc­ 
tions exposes them to serious risks.' 
It means that they consider their own 
-Don’t go into serious talks with the 
Russians 
unless 
the initiative comes 
heavily from their side, 
superiors slightly less than omniscient. 
It may mean that they can be accused 


of giving undue weight to the viewpoint 
of another government and thus of fall­ 
ing captive to imperialist insinuations. 
“ . . . Therefore any point which has 
finally to be abandoned must be given up 
only after a most terrific struggle.” 
-Don’t offer compromises. The word 
compromise Is not of Russian orgin. It 
normally follows the adjective “ putrid.” 
-Call for frequent recesses. Soviet 
negotiators, even those of the highest 
rank, 
cannot 
respond or chaise their 
stand even on elementary matters ex­ 
cept 
after thorough - going discussions 
among top men In Moscow. This takes 
considerable time. Recesses give that 
time. Otherwise the Russiansmerely re­ 
peat over and over again what they’ve 
said before, which gets very dull. 


As former U.S. ambassador to Mos- 
cow George Kennan has put it; “ Russians 
can be dealt with satisfactorily only when 
they themselves want something and feel 
themselves in a dependent position “ 
—Prepare to let the Russians argue 
every point ad nauseam — and be pa­ 
tient with them. That’s their hang-up 
They're caught in a system which com­ 
pels it.
